WASHlNdTON — An unusual confrontaUon 
between two high-up l,.atin American diplomats, 
one for, one against the United States, tiwk place m 
Washington last week. 
The first was Foreign Mini.ster Gabriel Valdes of 
Chile, whose country has been a longtime friend of 
the United States but who urged an anti-U.S., 
isolationist policy for I..atin America. 
The other was Dr. Carlos Lleras Restropo. 
president of Colombia, a country once bitter against 
the United States over Panama, but who urged a 
non-isolationist policy of co-operation between the 
Americas. 
Foreign Mini.ster Valdes had a meeting with 
President Nixon in the presence of other Latin- 
American ambassadors, in which he laid down a 
blunt near-ultimatum regarding U.S relations with 
Latin America. 
In talks with John Meyer, assistant secretary of 
state. Valdes was even tougher He said that Latin 
America should, in effect, gang up on the United 
States, formulate its own policies, anti then tell the 
United States to take it or leave it. The OAS would 
be junked or sidetracked.

in 
contrast, 
delivered 
a 
carefully thought-out speech supporting the OAS 
and inter-American cooperation. 
“ I trust the inter-American system.*’ he said. “ It 
is the best instrument for the defen.se and 
promotion of .. ‘liberty, equality and justice * 
“ We cannot and should not underestimate the 
magnitude and significance of what has already 
been achieved.” 
Piesident Lleras did not refer to Foreign Minister 
Valdes by name, but it was quite obvious that he 
was replying to Valdes’s isolationist doctrine. 
Quoting Simon Bolivar, the George Washington of 
South America, President Lleras said, “ the great 
man outlined the organization of an assembly that 
could give us its advice whenever a conflict should 
arise; act as an arbiter or judge of eventual 
differences. Colombia and Mexico then sought to 
associate the United States within the projected 
system.” 
Lleras also paid tribute to the Alliance for 
Progress. 
Diplomats in the know explained that Foreign 
Minister Valdes is not really anti-U.S., but is just 
running for president of Chile. And the easiest way 
to get elected in some countries is to run against the 
United States.

Since Johnson pushed the act through 
Congress, a record number of Negroes have been 
voting in the South, with several elected to the 
Georgia Legislature, and one Negro, Charles Evers, 
elected mayor of a Mississippi town — the first time 
a Negro mayor has been elected in Mississippi in 
100 years. 
Senator Thurmond wants this stopped. And he’s 
been exerting so much pressure on the White House 
that the Nixon administration has been vacillating. 
Three times Attorney General John Mitchell, 
charged with enforcement of the Voting Rights Act, 
has cancelled appearances to appear before the 
House Civil Rights Subcommittee. He and his chief 
in the White House couldn’t make up their minds. 
However, Mitchell has been called for the fourth 
time to testify Wednesday and he can’t duck any 
more. It’s understood he will recommend that 
Congress continue the Voting Rights Act but extend 
the ban on literacy tests throughout the entire 
nation, not confine it to the South alone.

Lift to Better Diet, Health 


Via Negroes' Bootstraps

MOUND BAYOU, Miss. (NEA) 
Tufts University of Massachusetts came in late 1967 to 
this nearly all-Negro town to promote health care in a 500- 
square-mile area of Mississippi’s rich-but-poor delta lands. 
hi 
It has stayed on to promote human survival. 
Aided by a $152,000 poverty program grant, the school 
set up the Tufts-Delta Health Center here and, with a tar­ 
get population composed mostly of poor blacks, began a 
long series of meetings looking toward creation of local 
health associations and an areawide health council. 
Early on, in one such meeting in a Baptist church at 
"Tar 
Rosedale, a mother of eight school-age children rose to ex­ 
press thanks for this new health effort. But then she went 
on to say the greatest need was not medicine but food. The 
note she struck was heard thereafter again and again. 
The doctor teams and other specialists at the Center 
realized quickly that illness in its crisis form—whether 
minor sore throat or serious intestinal ailment—was not 
the real problem. 
The real health enemy was an insufficient food supply, 
aggravated by life in broken-windowed shacks infested by 
rats and roaches and by an often contaminated drinking 
water source from shallow wells. 
Across the delta’s incredibly rich cotton land, where 
fertile top soil reaches to depths beyond 20 feet, the me­ 
chanical cotton picker (the smallest doing the work of 70 
human pickers) has in a decade displaced the human labor 
pool. These people find little work and little to eat. 
Says a center report : 
‘‘Doctors . . . are seeing persons who are slowly starving 
to death. We have observed entire families of school-age 
children who sit around all day because they don’t have the 
energy to play . . 
“ In the area served by the . . . center, we have estimated 
that 3,000 persons, or approximately one-fourth of the 
serviced population, are not getting enough food to be ex­ 
pected to maintain themselves at a reasonable level of 
physical health.’’ 
So a program conceived within the normally understood

QUESTION: Can members of a car pool collect 
damages from the driver if they are injured in an 
accident caused by his negligence? 
FACTS: Al. Bill and Carl organized a car pool for 
their convenience in getting to and from the factory. 
The arrangement worked well, each man taking his 
turn driving his own automobile. No one paid any 
money for riding with the other drivers. One 
afternoon, as Carl took his turn driving, the car was 
involved in an accident. Carl was in a hurry to get 
home and was going a little faster than the speed 
limit. The road was slippery from a recent rain and 
tlw car skidded into a ditch. All three of the men 
were shaken up in the crash and Al suffered several 
face cuts. 
“ Carl. I ’m going to sue you for this, ” Al 
exclaimed. “ I’ll lose time from work and have 
doctor bills to pay.” 
Can Al sue and collect damages under these 
circumstances? 
ANSWER: The answer, in Missouri, is yes! Our 
courts have held that even though a driver and his 
passengers are engaged in a joint enterprise, this 
does not affect the passenger’s right to recover for 
damages suffered because of the driver’s negligence. 
Although some states have a so-called “ guest 
statute” whereby a passenger cannot recover unless 
the driver was “wilfully negligent,” Missouri law 
requires the driver to exercise the highest degree of 
care in all cases. Therefore, even though the driver 
and the passengers are engaged in a car pool, the 
passengers can recover for injuries suffered because 
of the driver’s negligence. 
However, some insurance policies do not cover 
the car owner where passengers are paying 
passengers. 
Therefore, all policies should be 
carefully checked where car-pooling arrangements 
are carried on or if money is paid to ride. This 
should be done both for the protection of the driver 
and the passengers. - 


gro family’s life, and then blossomed into a nutritional- 
agricultural program. 
It began with “ garden clubs’’ organized to encourage 
families to grow their own food necessities on small plots. 
But some 950 swiftly signed up, and many had no land to 
plant anything. 
Negro farmers consequently donated land, lent equip­ 
ment and labor to help the project get going. A white farm­ 
er at first lent and then donated his potato-planting tools. 
The acreage under “ garden’’ cultivation grew until storage 
space for food was needed. 
Now the “ North Bolivar County Farm Cooperative,’ 
{lushed along by that proverty program money, is boom- 
ng. Ten communities are being served by its network of 
food outlets. More than 3,000 people are helped to get more 
food, and some 250 families in 1968 earned all or most of 
their food supply by working on the farm. 
The idea of making it a job project as well as a life- 
sustainer has drawn the co-operative into ever-larger ven­ 
tures. With the Ford Foundation getting into the act and 
land-leasing going forward, some 500 acres soon will be 
producing two to four crops a year in varying rotation. 
The co-operative is eyeing markets in Memphis, Jackson 
and Mobile, and there is talk of packaging “ soul food,’’ 
■ les and flavoring bits of 
differing combinations of vegetables 
meat, for northern outlets. 
Meantime, the Tufts center has not forgotten its original 
goals. Health associations are being planned. And its doctor 
teams here treat a daily deluge of young and old patients

Since more children die in auto accidents than 
fr(xn contagious diseases and all other accidents 
combined, the Physicians for Automotive Safety 
looked into the causative factors. Their surprising 
conclusion was that some of the special seats now 
marketed î ot use in autos by infants and children 
are worse than nothing. Less than one infant in 1,000 
receives effective crash protection while riding in 
an auto. 
The observers found that most car seats for tots 
are flimsy and are not securely fastened to the car. 
Not only do they allow the child to be thrown about 
. in the car in a crash but the seats themselves may 
be hurled against other occupants of the car. In thie 
false belief that the car seat will protect the infant, 
many parents attach these devices to the front of 
the auto although the child would be safer (but not 
safe enough) if it were attached to the rear seat. 
Seats that are anchored securely to the car and 
hold the infant firmly in the seat are now available. 
Following a crash, the child can be freed in two 
seconds. If you want to insure the safety of your 
child, make sure the device you purchase will do the 
j(^ expected of it. 
Q — Is it important tor pre-school children to get 
a daily dose of vitamins or cod liver oil? 
A — No child who gets a balanced diet needs 
vitamin supplements. His diet should supply his 
daily requirements. This is especially true if, a§^is 
the case in most cities, the milk has vitamins A and 
D added. 
Q — My small son was severely scalded about two 
months ago. Where the burns healed, he has 
scarring. Can I put anything on them to mask these 
scars? 
A — Effective masking cosmetics are available in 
any shade required to match the surrounding 
normal skin. Later he may want to have the scars 
treated by surgical planing with a wire brush. 
Q — My son, now 4, was transfused five times at 
birth because of Rh inc(Hnpatibility. Could the adult 
blood given to him affect him now or is he 
producing his own blood? Should we have his blood 
checked regularly? 
A — Since tlw average white blood cell lives for 
only eight to 12 days and the average red cell for 
about 120 days your son is manufacturing his own 
blood. From the information in your letter, I know 
of no reason why he should have periodic blood 
counts.

And the bullish state­ 
ments of corporate presidents 
suggest that nothing can shake 
their confidence. 
Because of the attitude, the 
weapons that once assured vic­ 
tory — reduced government 
spending, 
taxes 
and 
costly 
money — now seem blunted. 
No price seems too high a price 
to pay in order to participate 
in present and future pros­ 
perity. 
Why should Americans be 
confident when, we are told, the 
present rate of inflation—close 
to 8 per cent—could turn the 
bo<xn to a whimper? 
The primary reason is this: 
confidence in tiM ability and 
need of the government to main­ 
tain prosperity no matter what 
is said about the dangers that 
threaten. 
In the Employment Act of 
1946, the U.S. government re­ 
ceived a dictate from its people 
to maintain the economy at a 
rate of expansion sufficient to 
provide “ full” employment. 
With government thus com­ 
mitted to expansion as a nation­ 
al goal—and ready to intercede 
and spend the economy back 
into expansion should it lag- 
many people now believe that 
the old cycle of expansion-reces- 
sion has been broken. 
No longer, in the minds of 
many, does the threat of severe 
recession loom over the econo­ 
my. And without this threat, lit­ 
tle seems to worry many busi­ 
nessmen and consumers, re­ 
gardless of the warnings and all 
the blue talk. 
That committment to jobs, re­ 
sulting from the 1946 act, ac­ 
tually is stronger today than 
perhaps was fweseen. Even 
without the act, social and polit­ 
ical considerations ordain that 
today the government seek low 
unemployment. 
In the past, Lull employment 
usually meant inflation. And ap- 
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parently it still does today. Un­ 
employment is relatively very 
low, only 3.5 per cent of the la­ 
bor fcMTce. But inflation threa­ 
tens to get out of hand. 
The old thesis seems to hold 
true: The lower you push the 
unemployment rate the more 
costly and unproductive the la­ 
bor force becomes and the more 
prone to inflation becomes the 
economy. 
If the showdown resolved it­ 
self into one of continued infla­ 
tion or few jobs, the Nixon ad­ 
ministration will be faced with a 
dilemma. How, with summer 
coming, can the economy be 
slowed to the point that jobs are 
lost? 
The first to go in a job cut­ 
back are those men and women 
without skills. And among the 
least skilled are the deprived 
minorities who live in the explo­ 
sive inner city areas. 
To force these people to as­ 
sume the burden of slowing the 
economy would lay too heavily 
upon the conscience and ambi­ 
tion of any official committed to 
improving social conditions and 
winning v(Hes. That’s the theo­ 
ry, anyway.

The independent dairies con­ 
tend a $2 million dairy plant 
built by the Kroger Co. with a 
capacity to supply 20 per cent 
of the market will give the 
chain the power to control 
prices and drive competitors 
out of business.

The Justice Department, in 
recommending the court not to 
take the case, said there was 
insufficient evidence to justify 
an antitrust claim.

Yes, Virginia, there is another 
Reggie in the American League 
—and he’s making up for a little 
ov ershadowing by his namesake 
last weekend. 
Reggie Smith slammed two 
homers and drov e in four runs 
to power the Boston Red Sox 
from behind and to an 8 -5 v icto­ 
ry 
ov er 
Clev eland 
Monday 
night. 
They were his third and 
fourth homers in three games, 
but the first two blasts in that 
string were almost unnoticed 
because of the AL’s other Reg­ 
gie—Jackson. 
Smith had a homer both Sat­ 
urday and Sunday in the Red 
Sox’ gigantic weekend slugfest 
with Oakland, but they receiv ed 
scant attention because the A’s 
Jackson cracked four homers 
and drov e in 15 runs—including 
10 in one game—during the 
series. 
Jackson’s production, mean 
while, took a big dip Monday 
night as the A’s split a mara­ 
thon doubleheader with Kansas 
City. The A s won the opener 7-5 
in 13 innings, then dropped the 
nightcap 3-2 in 12 innings. 
Jackson managed only one hit 
—a towering 475-foot homer in 
the third inning of the opener— 
in 11 trips. 
In other AL activ ity, Denny 
McLain mov ed to just a shade 
behind his 31-v ictory pace of 
last year as Detroit edged the 
New York Yankees 3-2; Minne- 
soU battered California 8 -2, and 
Chicago stopped Seattle 8 -3. The 
other AL teams were idle. 
Smith’s three-run homer in 
the sev enth gav e the Red Sox a 
7-5 lead. Smith, who also had a 
double in fiv e trips, added an in­ 
surance run with his 12th homer 
in the ninth. 
“I chained to a Ughter bat, ” 
said Smith, in explaining his re­ 


cent surge of success. “I’v e also 
made a couple of other changes, 
but I’ll keep them to m yself... 
don’t want the pitchers to find 
out. 
“I’v e 
also 
made 
some 
changes up here,” he added, 
tapping his head. 
Carl Yastrzemski staked Bos­ 
ton to an early lead with a two- 
run homer in the first inning, 
and Russ Gibson singled in two 
more in the fourth. 
But Ken Harrelson smashed a 
solo homer for the Indians in 
the fourth, then doubled in an­ 
other run during a four-run 
sixth inning before Smith went 
to work. 
Jackie Hernandez was hit by 
a Jim Roland pitche wi the 
bases loaded in the 12th, forcing 
in the winning run as the Royals 
knocked Oakland out of first 
place in tlie West Div ision. 
Dick Green cracked a tie- 
breaking two-run double with 
two out in the 13th, then scored 
on an error for the A s triumph 
in the opener. 
Ironically, Hernandez’ RBI 
double produced a 10th inning 
2-2 tie in the nightcap after Oak­ 
land’s Sal Bando hit a solo blast 
in the top of the inning. 
Bob Oliv er had two homers 
for the Royals, one in each 
game. Green also homered in 
the second game. 
McLain, 
hospitalized 
last 
week with a stomach v irus, 
came back with a six-hitter for 
his 10th v ictory of the season, 
tops in the AL. 
It also was the 100th career 
v ictory for the 25-year-old Mc­ 
Lain, making him the youngest 
activ e hurler to reach that pla­ 
teau. 
The sturdy right-haiKler, who 
has fiv e defeats, is now only a 
few days off his 31-game v ictory 
pace of last season. A year ago 
Monday night, McLain beat Chi­ 
cago 6-1 for an 11-2 record. 


Howev er, that triumph came 
in the Tigers’ 63rd game of the 
season. They hav e played only 
55 so far this campaign. 
But McLain isn’t ov erly op­ 
timistic about equalling last 
year’s feat. “It could happen, 
but it’s highly improbable, ” he 
said. “I don’t think anybody’s 
going to win 30 this year. But I 
guess it’s not impossible.” 
Al Kaline backed McLain with 
a two-run homer in the fourth, 
and the Tigers scored another 
run in the fifth when Don Wert 
singled and scored all the way 
from first when center fielder 
Jim Lyttle hobbled a shoestring 
catch on McLain’s fly ball sin­ 
gle. 
Rod Carew stole home for a 
record-tying sixth time this sea­ 
son to help the Twins past Cali­ 
fornia and into sole possession 
of the West Div ision lead, a 
half-game ahead of Oakland. 
Carew, who made his thefts of 
home six-for-six in the first in­ 
ning, matched the league record 
set by Ty Cobb in 1915 and tied 
in 1917 by Bob Roth of Clev e­ 
land. Carew is just one shy of 
the major league record estab­ 
lished by Br(K)klyn’s Pete Re­ 
iser in 1946. 
Harmon Killebrew hit his 16th 
homer, in addition to an RBI 
single, tor the Twins. 
Billy Wynne, recalled only a 
week ago from Tucson of the 
Pacific Coast League, scattered 
eight hits for his first major 
league v ictory as the White Sox 
snapped a four-game losing 
streak. 


It was the fourth v ictory in 
four games for the Sox at Mil­ 
waukee. They won only one of 
nine there last season. 


Gail Hopkins paced Chicago 
with a pair of RBI doubles—one 
touching off a three-run rally in 
the first, the other starting a 
fiv e-run spree in the third.
